@Genate Passes Bill to Allow the 

Discharge of Excess Petroleum at 

Terminal Ports. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLISIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 13.—Senator Simmons 
reported to the Senate today for Sen- 
ator Perkins, House Bill No. 16055, 
relating to crude petroleum fuel on 
steamships, and the bill was passed, 
having already passed the House. This 
bill, which affects both shipping and 
oll interests. is an amendment to sec- 
tion 4474 of the revised statutes. It 
adds to the statutes the following 


clause: 

" further that, when crude 
petroleum of a flash point not less 
than 150 deg. Fahrenheit, is carried 
in the double-bottom fuel tanks of 
steamers using the same for fuel, the 
crude petroleum carried in such tanks 
in excess of the necessities of the 
voyage may be discharged at 
ports when no passengers are on 
board the ship. Crude petroleum car- 
ried.and discharged under these con- 
ditions will not be considered stores 
or cargo within the contemplation of 
section 4472, revised statutes of the 
United States.”

FIGHTS A LONG TIME: 
DOESN’T GET FORTUNE. 


ROPERTY valued at approximate- 
P ly $175,000, and which he thought 
he had acquired, slipped through 
the fingers of John Lapique yes- 
terday. The loss of this fortune was 
due to an order signed by Presiding 
Judge Wood of the Superior Court, 
which recites a most interesting situa- 
tion covering 175 acres on the valley 
side of Calabasas upon which a num- 
ber of persons have settled. The or- 
der brought them relief, for the valu- 
able property was under execution, 
but it stirred up Lapique, who fought 
the judgment, to renewed endeavors. 
He will appeal from the order of the 


court. 

The story goes back to June 26, 
1893, when judgment was given in 
the suit of Espiritu Leonis against 
Eudardo and David Antunez. The 
judgment was against the defendants 
for the recovery of the property. Mo- 
tion for a new trial was denied, but 
no appeal was taken. The judgment 
was entered the same year, a writ of 
possession entered and a return made. 
Nothing was done to enforce the 


The records show that og 
bought the judgment for about $2000 
nineteen years after it was entered. 
In 1912 he got an order substituting 


March 3 last Attorney Andrews, rep- 
resenting Mr. Lapique, got an order 


moved to revive the judgment and 


In November, 1913, Mr. Lapique 


gave notice to the clerk. December 1 
he filed another affidavit of motion 
to the same end. He filed an amended 
motion the same month. Judge Mor- 
rison denied these motions without 
prejudice. 

Prior to July Lapique, accompanied 
by his attorney, appeared before Pre- 
siding Judge Wood, presented an af- 
fidavit, and asked for an order re- 
viving the judgment. The court 
stated he would not give an order 
without notice to the present record 
owners of the property. 

Lapique informed the court he was 
entitled to it as a matter of right ana 
was told to file his authorities, which 
was done, and the matter was taken 
under submission. Attorney Andrews 
asked leave to file an amended mo- 
tion. Then he came back with a for- 
mal order giving him leave to file an 
amended order, which Judge Wood 
declined to sign, telling him to present 
upon the motion already made any 
additional affidavits he had. 

July 3, while Judge York was sit- 
ting in as presiding judge, he signed 
an order reviving the judgment, it ap- 
pearing that he was not familiar with 
the matter having been presented to 
Judge Wood. 

Yesterday morning Judge Wood 
filed an order, which recites the whole 
situation and revokes the order made 
by Judge York, the latter concurring 
in the order. It finally adjudicates 
the question of the right to have the 
judgment enforced, finding it ought 
not to be enforced, and orders that 
the judgment be not revived or en- 
forced. The writ of execution was 


ordered vacated.

~~ Death yesterday called from Los 


woman than that her strong soul spent che 


Blanket Charge. 


BOTH SMUGGLE 
AND SWINDLE? 


Whole Crew of Suspects Are 
Placed Under Arrest. 


Charged They Raised Checks 
to Buy Contraband. 


Woman in Fine Los Angeles 
Home Is Impilicated. 


What is believed by the Federal au- 
thorities to be a wholesale attempt 
to smuggle Chinese contrabands and 
amoking opium into the country, with 
&.neat bank forgery swindle on the 
side, haw been uncovered by a half- 
doven arrests on complaints issued by 
United States Commissioner Williams. 

The first arrests were made in San 
Diego several days ago, and the list 
rounded up by the officers includes

wife; Anton Volk, alias Henry Heid, 
alias Theodore Kaiser, alias Harry 
Feuser; Paul Grim, alias Tony, alias

were held for several days without any 
charge being made against them until 
the officers arrested Leroy O. Hughes, 
a chauffeur, who was found Sunday 
night at the Nelson Hotel, No. 236% 
East First street, this city. It is ex- 
pected that the San Diego people will 
be brought to Los Angeles today and 
before Commissioner Wil- 
ma. 


oO. H has been in the 
net of the law before. He recently 
served two months in the San Diego 
County Jail on a plea of guilty of 
smuggling Chinese. His partner, 
Young Sing, was given two year® in 
Sar Quentin. Paul Grim pleaded 
guilty to bringing smoking opium into 
the country. and was sentenced to 
thirty days in the County Jalil. Both 
men were indicted by the Federal 
grand jury. 

The charge against the prisoners is 
entering into a conspiracy to smus- 
gle smoking opium into the country, 
but a visit a week ago to the prem- 
iser of the Fausers, No. 3365 Sabina 
street, this city, failed to disclose the 
presence of any of the drug. The al- 
leged leader of the gang, Mre. Fauser, 
is the wife of Henry W. Fauser, a 
well-known auto-racing driver. 

It ia clatmed by the Federal officials 
that the defendants were part of a 
conspiracy to swindle the All Night 
and Day and the Citizens’ National 
Bank, of this city, through forged 
checks, but the arrests cut the effort 


rt. 

lt is asserted by the government 
that some time ago cashier's checks 
were purchased from the two banks 
for $10 and $5, respectively. It is 
alleged that they were sent to San 
Francisco and carefully “raised,” and 
that twenty-eight of these forged in- 
struments were turned over to Mrs. 
Fauser. The checks were filled out 
in large amounts, ranging from $100 
to $1000, and the officers say they 
were cashed at Ensenada, through the 
clever work of agents of the combina- 
tion. When they reached the Los An- 
getes banks payment was refused, it 
is eald. More than 250 five-toel tins 
ef smoking opium were purchased 
from dealers in Ensenada, and some 
of it has since been setzed by the 
government. This stuff was brought 
acroes the line at Tecate, and was 
cached when found. At the local 
price of $65 a tin the stuff is worth 
$16.600. 

It is a part of the story of the raid 
that Volk tendered one of the raised 
cashier's checks to a merchant in En- 
genada, who gave him a shipment of 
opium, and in addition, $240 in cash 
that Voik said he needed for new au- 


tires. 

The officers detailed to visit the 
home of the Fausers say they found 
the house fitted up in the most lux- 
urious fashion. It is said that for days 
Mrs. Fauser would be absent from the 
place. and it is believed that on these 
occasions she was on a smug- 

ing trip, although so far the officers 

ve not suc ed in locating any 
ef the stuff with the exception of the 
shipment that was found cached near 
the boundary line. Numerous trips 
were made to the house, it is asserted, 
by automobiles carrying mysterious 
men.
